AGREEMENT CONSIDERED. 


Outward developments contributed 


nothing to the status of the naval 
discussions but the Impression grew 
In usually well Informed circles that 
the American, British and Japanese 
Governments 
-wer9 
considering in 


provisional form, an agreement that 
not only would include acceptance 
of the American 
'5-5-3 ratio" but 


•would have to do as well with' Pa- 
cific fortifications and some of the 
political problems of the Far East. 


AWAIT REPLY. 


Definite action, however, will have 


to wait for several days while the 
Japanese delegates feel out the at- 
titude of their home Government to- 
ward the newest phase of the ne- 
gotiations as It shapes up from last 
Bight's conference between the beads 
of the American, British and Japa- 
nese delegations 


In the meantime -what actually oc- 


curred at the meeting of the "ilg 
three" Is a closely guarded secret, 
fell authoritative 
spokesmen refus- 


ing to take notice of the resulting- 
crop of guesses, conjectures and sur- 
mises as to what "alliances," "under- 
standings" or 
"compromises" might 


be in contemplation. 


GIVE UP LEASES. 


In tile Far Eastern 
negotiations, 


fcn the other hand, the developments 
•entering about the Chinese leases 
were of so pronounced a character as 
to be regarded generally as ranking 
mmn-ng the most 
important of the

British, 


Japanese and 
French 
in turn ex- 


pressed their willingness to give up 
certain of their holdings in China, 
and although definite undertakings 
are yet to be formulated, the move 
•was accepted by the friends of China 
as promising a substantial modifica- 
tion of the principle of 'spheres of 
Influence." 


TO ABANDON SHANTUNG. 


The much discussed Shantung lease 


Vas among those Japan offered to 
abandon as soon as China makes sat- 
isfactory 
policeing 
arrangements, 


tut at the same time the conference 
•wa^ reminded that the whole Shan- 
tung problem was under considera- 
tion in direct negotiations here be- 
tween China ana Japan. A willing- 
ness to discuss the south Manchurian 
lease also was evidenced by Japan 
although they Insisted that Japan's 
treaty rights In that section must be 
preserv ed to her. 


RECESS UNTIL WEDNESDAY. 
Tonight tte conr^.^noe and all Its 


•oh-dlvislons, a.'ter three weeks of 
continuous work, went Into recess 


next Wednesday. Many of the 


delegates. It "was said, had Import- 
ant personal affairs pressing for at- 
tention, and most of them wanted 
to be present Monday and Tuesday 
at the opening of Congress. 


The Interim also will permit the 


Japanese to advise themselves fully 
as to the attitude of Tokio and will 
make It possible for Artl.ur J. Bal- 
lo-ur and other members of the Brit- 
ish delegation to fulfill a series of 
engagements in New York. 


CONFIDENCE INCREASING. 


In all the major delegations confi- 


dence apparently was increasing to- 
night that the response from Tokio 
would be favorable and that a more 
definite Casls of negotiation would 
develop soon after the reassembling 
of the delegates next week. 
The 


members of the conference have no 
thought that a final agreement will 
be possible in the Immediate future, 
however, because many details re- 
main to be determined. 


Of growing prominence among the 


eifle issues of the naval problem Is 
the Anglo-Japanese alliai.te. That Is 
a subect which the British, Japan- 
ese, and Americans all 
refer 
to 


guardedly, but there have been many 
lints that both Great Britain and 
Japan would prefer to have the Unit- 
i«d States a party to any continu- 
ance of the treaty or even would be 
•willing to take a ne 
agreement by 


•which the three- would unite to pre- 
serve peace in the Far East 


AMERICANS OPPOSED. 


The crux of the whole question 


lies In the fact that the American 
delegation is totally opposed to en- 
tering any such arrangement if it is 
to be regardr'. as In any sense, an 
alliance, and that Japan, on the oth- 
er hand, is reluctant to substitute 
for tha Anglo-Japanese treaty, any 
agreement whose terr.s would seem 
to leave her in a weaker situation 
than before. A system of arbitration 
treaties has been suggested, but there 
Is no authoritative information as to 
how nearly satisfactory that solu- 
tion might be to either the United 
States or Japan. 


It Is taken for granted should 


regional agreement or set of cross 
treaties grow out of the negotiations 
France would be included because of 
her large Interests In the Far East. 


CLOSELY CONNECTED. 


All of these 
considerations 


of her problem of national security 
and In consequence, it Is considered 
possible that when a final agree- 
ment as to naval ratio Is reached, 
there will be bound up with It, a de- 
cision as to some of the most Im- 
portant political questions of 
the 


Pacific and the Orient. 


BASES INTEREST JAPAN. 


The maintenance of fortifications 


and naval bases in the Pacific isl- 
ands is another factor of increasing 
interest to Japan, is the naval ratio 
discussion advances. It now is believ- 
ed probable that some agreement as 
to bases will accompany the ratio 
solution, although In the physical ar- 
rangement of the final work of the 
conference, the two may not be In- 
cluded In the same "understanding," 
or "treaty". Any treaty arrangement 
for limitation 
of Pacific fortifica- 


tions, it is said in the American dele- 
gation, would logcally be a part of 
a treaty fixing the status of the 
mandated Island of Yap, no-n the sub- 
ject of independent negotiations. 


Order Issued to Insure In- 


action of Both. 


Chicago, Dec. 3—A fight 
to 
the 


finish between the "big five" pack- 
ers and the Amalagamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen of North 
America, -nas in prospect today as 
each side virtually finished its plans 
for the strike of union packing house 
employes, ordered to begin Monday. 


DISREGARD ORDERS. 


The packers today posted notices 


that employes who go out on strike 
will lose their jobs and also adver- 
tised for men to take the places o£ 
strikers. 
The union officials were 


equally firm and indicated they had 
no intention whatever of receding 
from their stand when they advised 
packing house workers in Kansa 
City, Kan., to disregard orders ol 
the Kansas court of industrial rela- 
tions to appear before it and to put 
the strike into effect. The court of 
industrial relations issued subpoenas 
for the officers of the Kansas Citi 
locals, 


ISSUE TEMPORARY ORDER. 


Later In the day the Kansas court 
issued a temporary order restraining 
either the packers or the union from 
taking any action whatever. 
This 


constitutes 
a 
virtual 
injunction 


against the strike in the state of 
Kansas, it was asserted. 


Plant assembles, the organization 


composed of packer and workmen re- 
ports, by -nhich the packers propose 
to settle all questions affecting em- 
ployes, held meetings today in sev- 
eral cities and Issued etatements ad- 
vising the workmen to

NOT AFFECT PRODUCTION. 


The packers expressed confidence 


that the walkout will not seriously 
affect production, asserting that few 
men -will follow the union orders and 
that the union's strength Is not suf 
flclent to cripple the industry. The 
union has contended the majority of 
the packing house employes are un- 
ionized. 


While union officials have assert- 


ed that peaceful picketing will b 
carried out beginning Monday at 
o'clock, more than 
200 policemen 


were today assigned to reserve duty 
in the stockjards districts by Chle 
of Police Fitzmorris, whji stated ho 
believed this number of men will be 
able to deal -with any disorders tha 
may arise. 


WAGE CUT STICKS.

Which He was Founder and 


Head For 35 Years 


Sullivan, Dec. 3.—William A. Steele was found not guilty 


Saturday night, by a jury before whom he had been on trial 
for two full weeks on a charge of embezzlement of funds of 
the Merchants and Farmers State Bank of Sullivan, of which 
he was the founder and president for thirty-five years. 


The verdict was returned in open court at 9:05 o'clock, 


about three hours after the case had gone to the jury. In the 
meantime the jurors had dined, and it is understood but two 
ballots were taken. 


STEELE OVERWHELMED. 


Mr. Steele, weary and worn from the long siege of the 


trial and the anxiety he has experienced, was in court when the 
verdict was read. He was overwhelmed for the moment. He 
dropped his head, then looked up and laughed a little, but soon 
recovered himself sufficiently to make his way to the jury box 
and with tears in his eyes thank the jurors for their acquittal 
of him.

witnesses, In impassioned pleas of 
seven men who would seek to persu- 
ade them to see the evidence through 
their eyes and weigh it in their 
scales — able, 
conscientious, deter- 


mined lawyers who, whether they 
represented the People or the defend- 
ant at the bar, had labored earnestly 
and with the best that was in them 
In behalf of their respective clients. 


Without limitation by the court, it 


was expected that practically the en- 
tire day would be consumed In the 
arguments, and this expectation was 
realized. 


COURT ROOM PACKED. 


With a court room densely packed 


with people who began to assemble 
as early as 7 oclock, Attorney J. L 
ilcLaughlln of counsel for the State 
opened the arguments and spoke for 
forty-five minutes. 


He was followed by Attorney E 


D. Elder, of counsel for the defense, 
who addressed the jury for three 
quarters of an hour, and he in turn 
by C. R Peterson, former state's at- 
torney of Moultrie county but in this 
trial attorney for Steele. 


Mr. Patterson spoke for an hour 


and twenty minutes, then gave way 
to State's Attorney Merrill F. Wehm- 
hoff, who spoke not longer than 
thirty minutes. 


Following the noon recess Colonel 


J. E. Jennings resumed the argu- 
ments for the defense, speaking for 
nearly two hours. He was followed 
in the closing- plea for Steela by At- 
torney E. J. Miller, who spoke for 
fifty minutes, and the concluding ar- 
gument for the State was made by 


Attorney W. E. Redmon of Decatur, 
in a plea of an hour and twenty-five 
minutes, closing at 6 25. Judge Boggs 
consumed almost an hour In reading 
the instructions of the court to the 
Jury, and at 6 15 the fate of William 
A. Steela was in the hands of the 
jury. 


TRIAL LEtT-GTHY, 


Tha Steele trial opened Monday, 


Nov. 21. Two days were consumed In 
selecting the Jury, and the taking o£ 
evidence began Wednesday morning 
and with the exception of Thanks- 
giving Day and Sunday, continued 
until Friday evening of tnls week.

New Channel Witt Leave Old Landmark and Resort 


On An hind High and Dry. 


Smith's mill, for years a land mark 


on the Sangamon river west of I>8- 
catur will bo left aground far Inland 
when the North. Fork Outlet Drain- 
age channel Is completed. 
It will 


be necessary to pump water to op- 
erate the mill or what is more prob- 
»ble to drive It with electric power 
conveyed from 
Mechanicsburg 
or 


•ome other point. 


Smith's park, now an Island in the 


Sangamon river and one of the popu- 
lar summer resorts In this part of 
the state will be stranded hish 3n<3 
dry. 
The island is formed by the 


main channel of the river on which 
the mill dam and mill are located 
and a partially abandoned channel to 
the north. The new outlet channel 
•will ignore both the new and the 
old and cut through well to the north 
of both of them. The five foot mill- 
dam which was built originally to 
impound water to drive the mill and 
•which Incidentally provided a fine 
bathing beach and fishing pool will 
become useless. 


SHORTEN CHANNEL,. 


The North Fork Outlet Drainage Dis- 
trict which has been organized for 
tha purpose of taktnp the kinks oar 
of a twenty-four mile stretch of the 
Sangamon river extends from the 
Nlantic bridge in llacon county tc 
the Bolivia 
bridge 
In Sangamon 


county. 
The proposed channel ex- 


tends two and a half miles below 
the Bolivia bridge, that is two and a 
half miles beyond the west boundary 
of the district, in order to afford a 
suitable outlet for the water. 


The new channel will reduce the 


length of the channel between the 
two limits of the district from twen- 
ty-four milei to sis'een miles, one 
mile In every threa of HB present 
winding course ha'np eliminated. At 


one point south of IllInpoMn thd new 
channel Is nearly two-miles fivm the 
old. 
CARRY DOUBLE PRESENT LOAD. 
It la figured by the engineers that 


the water will flow through the new 
channel In half the time that it now 
requires in the old. Putting it In an- 
other way the new chaiVnel will 
carry double the amount of water In 
a given period than will the old. The 
effect of this in reducing overflows 
and carrying away 
Impurities is 


easily appreciated. 


The action of the county court o! 


Christian county in signing the flna' 
order for the creation of th» North 
Fork Outlf Drainage district makes 
the district a reality. The necessary 
hearings have been had, the objec- 
tions heard, the corrections made 
and the surveys completed. The com- 
missioners will now spread their as- 
sessments on the property within the 
district • 


PROCEED WITH WORK. 


There will be then a hearing In 


the county court on the matter of the 
assessments. 
The court will Impanel 


a jury of twelve men to fix the as- 
sessments. 
The bonds will then be 


sold. 
The contracts for excavating 


the new channel may then be let and 
the work got under way. The mat- 
ter of right of way will b» carried 
along with the assessments. 


It may talcs two months to dispose 


of the assessments and right of way 
and this will enable actual construc- 
tion work to gat under way as early 
In the spring as weather and water 
conditions will permit. 


USE DREDGE BOATS. 


The excavating for the new chan- 


nel will be done with dredge boats 
and It Is proposed to employ two 
outfits one of which will start at

the lower end of the channel and 
the other about half way up. The 
new channel follows the general line 
of the old and eliminating the many 
short bends. It crosses the old chan- 
nel many times. 


The beginning of this channel IE 


the consummation of a project that 
has been agitated almost from the 
organization of Macon county. In the 
beginning It was with the object of 
removing obstructions from the river 
to make the river navigable. Several 
attempts were made to operate flat 
boats on the river and leading citi- 
zens of Decatur conducted a cam- 
paign, making speeches up and down 
the river to this end. How serious 
were the obstructions to navigation 
may be understood from the fact that 
the present projects eliminate three 
natural and one artificial dam. 


TRIED BEFORE. 


A project almost Identical with the 


present one was launched ten years 
ago, and P. T. Hicks of Decatur, was 
the chief engineer. It failed because 
there were not enough signatures to 
the petition and it was thrown out 


The mill is located about twenty

Two Cities Submit Plans 


for Franchise. 


Creditors of the street railway 


company at Bay City and Saginaw, 
Mich., the company which recently 
suspended operations, have submit- 
ted a proposu'on to the city lor a 
fifteen-year franchise lor operation 
on a service-at-cost basts, the fare to 
start at four tickets for twenty-five 
cents, ten cents cash. Tickets lor 
school children are to be five for 
twenty-five cents and there is to be 
no charge for transfers. 


The proposition Includes the elim- 


ination of bus competition, relieves 
the company of the cost of paving, 
but provides for the company main- 
taining 
the pavement when laid, 


where it has tracks, in good repair, 
and also provides for a sliding scale 
for fares. 


FIXED RETURN. 


On the basis of fare charg-ed at 


the beginning the return to the com- 
pany Is to be seven per cent on an 
agreed valuation with the provision 
that when the fare is lowered the 
rate of return is to be increased. The 
Inducement for lower fares Is to be 
an increased return to the stockhold- 
ers. 


A provision In the proposition for- 


bids the raising of fares for school 
children regardless of what rate 
may he necessary for adults. A com- 
missioner of public utilities to rep- 
resent th» city is provided for in the 
^proposed plan and rates of fare may 
he re-adjusted not oftener than every 
three months.

srlll be flying over the lake. 


SUGGESTS MARSHY ISLAND. 


"And," h? continued, "I have fig- 


tired out Just where we should place 
that duck enclosure. 
We should 


make what will be that marshy is- 
l»nd Just west of where th» boat 
house now stands west of the Maftit 
bridge Into a place- for these ducks 
"We could secure other wild ducks, I 
am lure, clip their wings, put a 
high wire fence rbout them on this 
Inland and there feed them. Their 
presence would attract other wild 
ducks who would play In the water 
•round that island 
Provide Just a 


little feed for the wild visitors, pro- 
hibit all shooting on the lake and we 
•would soon have other wild water 
fowl visiting us. 


HELP BIVER HUNTING. 


"And the making of the lake, or at 


least a large part of it, a refuge 
for ducks would make the hunting 
up and down the river ten fold bet- 
ter than it will be unless we do 
five 
th& birds protection on tha 


main body of water. They will fly 
out into the prairie to feed in the 
corn fields.

It sanctuary for the water fowl," 


said Fred Kelly, manager of the lo- 
cal telephone system. "That should 
be done by all means. But we should 
also prepare to stock the lake with 
fish and secure state and federal 
backing for that at once. I notice 
that the claim. Is made that the Chi- 
cago drainage canal is injuring the 
fish in the Illinois river to such an 
extent that a representative of the 
fish and game department has made 
the statement that no 
more 
fish 


would be put In the river by the de- 
partment. 


"Let's have them stock our lake 


then. Thfs water will be clean and 
fish should do well In It. In Gales- 
burg, when I was stationed there, 
we had a lake about a mile long and 
a quarter of a mile wide which was 
established In a shale quarry by a 
Galesburg man. 
This 
lake 
was 


stocked with fish and we had fish- 
ing parties out 
there 
frequently. 


Only rod and line fishing was per- 
mitted and even that was not per- 
mitted In the spawning season. There 
should be millions of fish put into 
our lake and then the fishing con- 
fined to rod and line only.

Today Than Ever Before 


Task of Statesmen Is Infinitely Greater Than in Dayt 


of Rome—Problems Are More Far Reaching.

I felt like asking 
htm why r»ad Plutarch on Cato 
when you can read Wells on Kato 
n the evening pa-per—not only read 
about Kato, but see him in the flesh 
and In action; and not only see Kato 
n action, but see Hughes and Hard- 
ng and Root and Balfour and Brl- 
and and the others 
I suspect that 


an entirely 
reasonable 
argument 


could be made that these men are 
lust as able and just as big In per- 
sonality as any of the old Romans 
were. 
Certain it Is easily demon- 


stratable that the affairs these men 
ara dealing with are decidedly more 
mportant than the affairs the old 
Romans managed. 


LARGER SCALE *TJSrN"ESS. 


What the men who meet every 


day in the White marble Pan-Ameri- 
can building are doing Is on a vast- 
ly larger scale than anything the 
Homan had to do. It Is on a larger 
scale In proportion as the civilized 
world of nineteen 
hundred years 


ago. 
Not only Is tne scale larger 


by the degree in which the civilized 
world la larger. It is infinitely en- 
arged also by the fact that so much 
more of the world Is able to read 
and follow publlo affairs with in- 
telligence and conviction. 


Ifc must have been comparatively 


easy for one of those old Romans 
to oom« to the front la that re- 
latively small world 
of 
educated 


men. In the Roman world probably 
the number of persons who had In- 
telligent understanding 
of 
public 


affairs was not larger than a fairly 
small American town. For the rest, 
the Roman empire consisted of a 
few millions of illiterate depend- 
ents and serfs. 


It must have been a very much 


easier process for a. man of ability 
and ambition to push himself to tha 
top of that world than it Is for men 
llk» Harding and Hughes and Bal- 
four and Brland and Kato to push 
themselves to the front of their re- 
spective nations. 


PEAK OF HISTORY. 


My conversation with Wells was 


jocular and took place In one of 
tha friendly contacts that are char- 
acteristic of the informal surround- 
ings of the conference. 
Neverthe- 


less, I suspect that a reasonably ser- 
ious thesis could be written on the 
theory that what is happening here 
before our eyes is about as large 
as most of the things that consti- 
tute the high peaks of history. 


Wells, the reporter, In the dally 


papers, Is not less important than 


Wells, the historian, in his 
"Out- 


line of History." 
It ought to b« 


possible for the reader who has som« 
Imagination to get as much exalta- 
tion out of a two cent evening piper 
today as out of any of the volumes 
of Plutarch or Gibbon, assuming, ot 
course, that the reporters of thes» 
present events have the ability to 
describe them adequately. 


HISTORY TAKES TIME. 


For that matter, the reporters who 


are here to describe the conference, 
like the statesmen who partlclpat* 
in It, are the elect of their particu- 
lar world. The reporting of cours» 
cannot be as good reading as Plut- 
arch or Gibbon, or a host, of minor 
historians. 
It is only 
after 
re- 


flection and detachment, and only 
with 
tho 
thoughtful 
cars 
that 


comes with leisure, that this confer- 
ence can be described 
adequately 


as a matter of history. All that will 
come later. For tha present, neces- 
sarily, the writing must 
be- hur- 


ried. But the fact that for the pur- 
pose of reporting the conference the 
men wbo are here are like the 
statesmen who compose It, the most 
exalted of their generation. 


MANY IMPORTANT ASPECTS. 
If It were not for th« overshadow- 


ing Importance of the «onf«renc« 
and the clearly greater necessity of 
recording It aa adequately as pos- 
sible, there are a good many aspect* 
of domestic politics that would b* 
recognized as of high Importance; 
and calling for the most thorough, 
understanding on the part o£ th« 
public.

.ong as the discussion of China con- 
tinues, It is merely a question of 
testing one detail after another as to 
whether it falls within or without 
the principles agreed upon. 


OBSTACLES REMOVED. 


By this mechanism o£ discussion, 


obstacles fall aside like cards, and 
dissension or angry emotion has lit- 
erally no chance to arise. It Is a 
mere matter of matching th« given 
set of facts with the principle In- 
volved, a coldly intellectual process 
that not only Involves no heat of 
emotion, but actually puts all anger 
or selfishness in the position of an 
Impossible intruder. 


LAYS COURSE. 


Mr. Root engaged in this process Is 


a spectacle to enrich the imagina- i 
tion. At an age and with a rela- 
tion to the world that frees him from 
any necessity for considerations of 
party or facHonal or personal In- 
terest, he takes the visible universe 
for his client and lays down a course 
of action whose results will have a 
fairly large determining Influence 
on what the world Is to be a cen- 
tury after Mr. Koot has departed 
from it. 


MOST PERILOUS PART.
